Dl and D2 disclose a delivery unit having the same 
structural construction as in the application, see Dl, 
fuel pump (134), first chamber (124), second chamber 
(125) and throttling valve (passage 146), or D2, fuel 
pump (not shown, cf. line 5 and filter 6), first chamber 
(4; B) , second chamber (3; Al, A2) and throttling valve 
(9; 15) . 



It cannot be gathered from Dl or D2 that the volumetric 
flow of fuel which is restricted by the valve is smaller 
than the volumetric flow which is delivered by the fuel
